5. I also had conceived of a method ol changing a lamp In a digital 
projBctar. where the digital projeetor indudes a manually epenable panel that 
provides access to the lamp, and that remains eenneeted to the prqlteter while open, 
and where the digital prcyeolor ie mounted to a cellinoi the method comprising: 
manuaNy opening the panel; removing a lamp module team fte projector; removing 
the lamp from the lamp module; inserting a replacement lamp in the lamp module; 
and inserting the lamp module In the projector. 

6. Following my conception prior to Septemtier 1, 2002, I cDligently 
worlced towartf reducing my invention to pfsettce, and on July 8, 2003. fitotf the 
present patent appOoaiion.
